of Police, Trivandrum within their respective jurisdictions.

S. R. O. No. 866 /77. - Whereas it has been reported to Government 
that the Meppady Panchayat has not been conducting the Panchayat meetings 
regularly for the proper administration of the Panchayat ; 

And whereas it is reported that several meetings were adjourned for 
want of quorum ; 

And whereas it is reported that the budget of the Panchayat for the 
year 1975-76 has not been passed by the Panchayat and consequently the 
administration of the Panchayat is at a stand still ; 

And whereas it is found that obligatory functions of the Panchayat are 
held up and that the Panchayat has failed to discharge its statutory duties ; 

And whereas it is found that the present Panchayat Committee is not 
functioning properly for the better administration of the Panchayat; 

And whereas in the opin of the Governm Meppady Panchayat 
is not competent to perform its duties imposed on it by law ; 

And whereas Government have given reasonable opportunity to the 
said Panchayat as per sub -section (2) of section 55 of the Kerala Panchayats 
Act, 1960 (32 of 1960 ), to show cause why the Panchayat should not be 
superseded for the reasons stated above ;

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And whereas Government have considered the explanation received from 
the President of the Panchayat. 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- section (1) 
of section 55 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (32 of 1960 ) the Govern 
ment of Kerala hereby supersede the Meppady Panchayat with effect on 
and from the 24th day of September 1977 up to and inclusive of 31-12-1977.

S. R. O. No. 867 /77. - Whereas the Government have in Notification 
S.R.O. No. 866/77 dated 22-9-1977 superseded the Meppady Panchayat; 

And whereas the Government are satisfied that the Panchayat cannot 
now be constituted by reason of difficulty in holding election of the members 
thereof for the said Panchayat. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a ) of sub 
section (1) of section 13 of the Kerala Panchayats Act , 1960 (32 of 1960 ), 
the Government of Kerala hereby appoint an Administrative Committee 
and a President thereof, with the persons specified in the Schedule below 
with effect from the 24th day of September 1977 and specify that the Admini 
strative Committee and the President shall hold Office till 31-12-1977 .

Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the Notification but is intended to indicate 
its general purport). 

It has been reported that Meppady Panchayat is functioning with 5 
members out ofthe sanctioned strength of 13 members and that the Panchayat 
is facing administrative difficulties for want of required quorum . Govern 
ment are convinced that the Panchayat cannot function properly with these 
5 members . They have therefore decided to supersede the Meppady 
Panchayat and to appoint an Administrative Committee in its place in order 
to carry on the functions of the Panchayat effectively . This notification 
intended for the above purpose. 
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
